The thread, Mr.\Smith remembers, 
was dyed in a bean pot, the coloring ma- 
terial being a decoction made from smart 
weed which he gathered for his father, 
the late Peter Smith. A gentleman who 
has seen the slioe thread says it retains 
its original yellowish color, and is seem- 
ingly as strong as when it was first made. 
It is believed to be the first shoe thread 
ever spun in the United States by ma 
chinery.”’

serious injury followed. 

7th. The storms we have~ recently 
had foretell for us the angers, ta be 
apprehended from electric hght and 
electric car wires, in the severe and 
blustering winter with its weight of 
snows. Electric employees had ‘to be 
rushing about the city, day and night, 
to look out for broken wires. In Bos- 
ton, our newspapers inform us it is 
proposed to place an electrician or 
adept in the. business, at the head of 
this dangerous care to superintend it, 
with a salary of. $3,000. - None too 
much,. surely, for one who literally 
‘takes his life in his hand”’ eyery tine 
astorm and a bredkage occurs. But 
that salary is paid at the expense of the 
city, not the company. Every town 


. which -has electric lights and electric 


cars, needs for safety some. such over- 


seer ,with-mén ready at his call,and_ 


the town. must pay him. (More taxa- 
tion!) 

8th. ‘Syndicates seem to rule the 
day and entrap the citizens. 
York ‘syndicates,’’ “German syndi- 
cates,” ‘English syndicates’? — What 
are they? They sound like eager cap- 
italists wanting to use; their money to 
good advantage. Is that ‘all? They 
are sometimes, if not always, a name 
to cover a fox if not a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing,” openly at times, showing 
with audacity its increasing power, 
with its thousands or millions of money 
ready if only 1t can get foothold, and 
slyly move forward: to power and. pres- 
tige! Be wary. Remember the wise 
motto in the bottom of the King’s cup. 
I know a little city néar by where the 
above idea 1s a fact startlingly illus- 
trated. And pray, if even innocent of 
unworthy design, why English, Ger- 
man or New York “syndicates” should 
presume to manage our affaifs’for us I 
cannot comprehend! Have we not in- 
telligence and. means enough to be 
found in our country, to preclude’ the 
necessity of at least foreign manipula- 
tion of our city projects? I aim sur- 
prised our citizens do not resent it, and 
look more sharply to see what motive 
underlies it all. 

9th. In such a subject as this—the 
introduction of electric cars, electric 
lights, etc.—where. danger to private 
taxable property and increase of insur- 
ance must follow, itis coming to be the 
opinion that justice requires a vote of 
the taxpaying population of the place 
before it.can be consummated; not 
merely the vote of the few officials who 
represent them for town or city gov- 
ernment, and who may stupidly ignore 
the results of their action, or may be 
open-to—bribery, flattery, ete., rather 


-than-sincere searchers for what would 


be wise and beneficial for their con- 
stituents. 

My final word is to the Ladies of 
Andover toentreat them to use ‘their 
influence persistently for the preserva- 
tion of their numerous fine trees. Find 
out what the law permits you, concern- 
ing them, and there be firm. Let not 
your beautiful elms appeal to you in 
vain to save thei from the fatal wires. 
It grieves me to the heart to see the 
noble trees of our city so quickly losing 
their health and beauty, after an elec- 
tric wire goes through their foliage; 
withered ends and _ sickly-looking 
boughs soon follow; they appear dis- 
tressed and disheartened, and seem to 
appeal to us for sympathy and help. 
Is there no one to come to their rescue? 
If not, with ‘tears and sighs we must 
write their epitaph for their days of 
beauty will soon. be numbered. 

Take warning, see to it in season 
that the wires if on your trees, do not 
cut into their limbs. But better still, 
do not allow any wire put there hence- 
forth. In sight of our windows was a 
fine horse chestnut tree; after the elec- 
tric lighting of the city, a wire crossed 
one of its branches; aftera few months 
it touched the branch, them sawed into 
it by constant, moving ‘till it reached 
the sap, when, what appeared to be a 
little flame was obsetved there. “The 
proper officer was notified, who came, 
tightened up the line, and sawed off 
the limb!. (That is their quick remedy 
for electric troubles with trees.) So 
many limbs have been recklessly re- 
moved that the noble tree is no longer 
an ornament. But whenever I look at 
it think it a hero,-and abhor those 
who have maimed it.. As. much as what 


‘| there 1s left of it; still persists in doing 


its work in the world and keeping fresh 
and cheery. Ladies, I suggest that you 
form a ‘‘Tree Protector Society,’’ and 
begin immediately. Nobody of the male 
gender of the respectable class would 
dare to harm a tree if you ladies gently 
but decidedly set yourselves, against 
such # proceeding. If you will, I shall 
like Paul, “‘Thank God and‘ take. cour- 
age,’’ for I lovéthe trees of Andover, 
especially its elms! (All hail and--suc- 
cess to the ‘LL. T. P. 8.” of Andoyer!)

The matter of a street railroad in 
Andover has been discussed in various 
aspects in your paper, each writer pre- 
senting the case differently, but thus 
far no one I think has given the view 
of the R. R. Co. itself. Iask you and 
your readers to hear our side. 

Our company, as our attorney stated 
at the hearing in your Town Hall, 
when he presented our petition, comes 
to confer a great favor upon ‘the peo- 
ple of Andover—to bestow upon them 
a great benefit, while at theesame time 
we may incidentally receive some pecu- 
niary advantage.. Who are the people 
of Andover for whose benefit we labor? 
Not those aristocrats of your town who 
have teams of Stheir own, nor those 
other aristocrats who carryjon the busi- 
ness of the town and whose object is 
to make money out of your péople. 


No, we do not. ask or expect much’ 


from them. Let all those-go on with 
their business, and ride in their nice 
carriages. ‘They are the ones who pay 
most of the taxes, who have built the 
roads and bridges and take care of them 
now and must continue to do so. All 
we ask of them is.simply to let us use 
ee roads for.our tracks and posts

and trolley wires, We.expect very lit- 
tle patronage or money from these 
folks. We come to benefit the people 
—the poor people who pay little or no 
taxes. We want all these people to 
enjoy the blessing we offer as often as 
possible, the oftener the better. We 
hope that many of them will ride. on 
our road to Lawrence every day, get 
their supplies there, their clothing, 
shoes, beer, and other good things. Ih 
this way they will not only derive great 
benefit for themselves but will deal a 
telling blow upon those business aris- 
tocrats who are getting their living and 
making money out of the people in 
their shops,. mills and other places 
where they compel the poor people to 
labor. You see it will cost but ten 
cents a head for a ride to Lawrence, 
and a poor man can afford to take his 
whole family there often. They. will 
get the fresh air and all the good,things 
of the city almost free. We look for- 
ward to’the time when all your busi- 
ness will dwindle down to a: few. pea- 
nut and candy stands, and your aristo- 
crats. will either remove to Lawrence or 
go elsewheré. Now it is the people 
we wish to bless. Indeed we expect 
to spend considerable money at first in 
this benevolent work. Little by. little 
we hope that the people will come for- 
ward and ride with us often, so that 
we may incidentally make good divi- 
dends on our stock. In one sense the 
cost of building our road and running 
it is expected to come out of the pock- 
ets of the people, but its plain that if 
we get our roadway at the expense of 
the aristocrats who built it and pay the 
taxes, we need not trouble ourselves 
about who pays our expenses; poor or 
not, it matters not to us, only they ride 
often and pay their fares. 

Qne of your correspondents has ques- 
tioned the propriety of ending our road 
at the grounds of the Institution on 
the Hill. Why, is that not clear? 
There are a lot of boys there—three or 
four hundred we are assured—whom 
we expect to induce to mde with us 
often. They each have a little loose 
change, not of much account to them, 
but of great account to us. Be assured 
that we should do our best to make 
Lawrence attractive to them. Not 
nearly all their wants are supplied in 
the quiet classic shades of the Hill, or 
the no+license town of Andover, but in 

awrence they can find everything. 
They will help us v@fy much. Then 
again it will be a great attraction to 
those,.mill hands in Lawrence, whose 
mouths ‘‘are filled with cotton and wool 
dust’’ to come over to Andover, after 
working hours, on Sundays and _holi- 
days and take a stroll over Andover 
Hill among. the pleasant quiet parks, 
the nice gardens filled with fine fruit 
and fiowers, and gratify their longings 
for these good things. All this will be, 
as you can see, a great blessing to 
Andover. 

Another of your correspondents ob- 
jects to the obstruction of your streets 
and their defacement by the posts—and 
wires, and to the danger from the trol- 
ley wires. In reply I would ask what 


do we or the people of Andover care” 


aboutethese trifles? Is not our road to 
run through the Main street of the 
Town on which the aristocrats live, 
not on the side streets of the people. 
And what if their streets are injured 
by the. unsightly posts and the wires, 
they are of no account to us. As to 
the trolley wires, no doubt.a few peo- 
ple will get killed by them; ‘‘there is no 
enterprise but is attended-with some 
danger,” butif anybody is’ burned to 
death by these trolley wires, probably 
it would be one of those meddling aris- 
tocrats trying to drive in amongst them 
with his fine horses. They would soon 
learn to take some-other road. 

That objection to the humming noise 
too. Pshaw! None but nervous |peo- 
ple, invalids, und such like would mind 
a little squealing noise like that. Such 
people would probably object. to live 
near by a buzz-saW mill ora planing 
mill. Very few persons except sensi- 
tive nervous aristocrats but could en- 
dure that little squeal we make. Such 
persons could sell out, and move off the 
line-of our-travel_or go out of town. 
They could surely be no use to us. 

No, Mr.-Editor, the sooner Andover 
becomes a suburb of Lawrence, a stroll- 
ing ground for the people of that grow- 
ing city, where they can come ows and 
gratify their tastes and other longings 
for the good and beautiful things.of 
nature, the better for them and for us. 
I know you take great pride in your in- 
stitutions and enjoy the quiet, and I 
will say beautiful retreat from the bustl- 
ing city, but, sir, times have changed 
since your schools and seminaries were 
built, and the quiet sought: by their 
founders must give way. ,The times 
demand it. Lawrence suffers for an 
outlet. There was then no street rail- 
road, no trolley wires, no ugly posts, 
no tangle of overhead wires. |We come 
to bring you these blessings. 

‘We ask of you nothing but the free 
right of way over your roads. ‘We hope 
you will keep them well graded and es- 
pecially we insist that your Selectmen 
shall net be so unamiable as to require 
us to erect iron posts orany other than 
the elegant kind we are at so much 
pains and expense to bring from afar 
to yourtown, I assure you that the 
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extra expenses to us for iron eats 
would be so great as to render it doubt: 
ful whether we could afford to carry 
out our benevolent purpose to bless the 
people of Andover, and at the same 


time incidentally securé for our com-. 


pany that little pecuniary gain which 
we expect, No, no, we ask nothing, 
absolutely nothing, but a free, untram- 
meled right of way through your main 
street to the quiet grounds of your 
Institutions, 

Neither should they (the Selectmen) 
insist On our running our line by the 
Boston & Maine station for the benefit 
of those selfish aristocrats who would 


thus like to save coach fares, or the 
trouble of ordering up their own téams. 
No, the people will not in any great 
number ride to the station, simply a 
few aristocrats. That is shown by. the 
earnest petition of the people of ‘East 
Vale’’ who evidently prefer to walk up 
to Elm Square for the ‘sake of a ride 
with us, rather than take tne. steam 
cars at the Ballard Vale station. The 
little walk no doubt would do them 
good. So with the Hill as a centre for 
the Cape and Scotland Districts, and 
Elm Square for Ballard Vale and the 
West Parish, we will accommodate the 
whole town,, ‘and bring Lawrence with- 
in easy reach of all the people. It is 
absurd to delay for any new develop- 
ments of electric motors, storage. bat- 
teries, or anything of that kind. The 
trolley wire is nearly perfect, and~ kills 
comparatively few persons, The case 
is urgent: you now have only sixteen 
steam trains’a day to and from Law- 
rence. You greatly need our road at 
onc’. Dogive us.the free right of way 
untrammeled by conditions before the 
next Legislature puts it in your powér 
to demand a share“of our earnings. 
Such, Mr. Editor, is. my idea of our 
company’s view of the case, though I 
do not claim to speak by authority for 
them, but simply to give the plain facts 
as seen on that side. M. V. RR. 


Prohibition and Business. 


Not a few are accustomed to regard 
the prohibition of the liquor traffic as 
a purely moral question, and as having 
little or no connection with practical 
politics. This is a grave mistakes.Every 
moral question is inseparably..woven 
with all politics that is of any use or 
advantage to the community. Any 
political theory that“{é based on mor- 
ality and seeks the general welfare of 
the people is always from the nature of 
things, practical. And there is no pol- 
itics worth having if it does not accord 
with the eternal principles of virtue 
and right. 

But looking at this question from a 
lower level, from a mere business point 
of view, we shall find that really pro- 
inbition has more to do- with practical 
politics than has this matter of tariff 
about which there is such unceasing 
din and racket among the old parties, 
and which the wisest- of them-do not 
yseem to understand and cannot adjust 
to suit all-interests.__Here_are _$900,- 
000,000 spent annually in this country 
for intoxicating pojsons as a beverage. 
Now this sum is more than double the 
amount than is raised by the tariff. 
Moreover, it is money that is not only 


“absolutely wasted, since it adds noth-|- 


ing to the moral or physical welfare of 
the people, but" worse than wasted, 
from thefact that it increases crime, ac- 
cidents, indolence, poverty and degra- 


dation; and which canta be met to-%'}- 


large extent from the pockets ot the 
temperate class. Supposing, then, that 
this money was put to a’ better use, em- 
ployed in buying articles of comfort, 
ornament, or convenience; 
better houses and filling them with bet- 
ter furniture, in wearing better .cloth- 
ing, in buying more books, papers for 


the mind, and more and better food for 
the body, and in every way that taste 
or intelligence can suggest. 
vast amount’ of wealth was spent in 
channels of useful and honorable trade, 
who does not see-that it would stimu- 
late every kind of industry, except per- 
| haps distilling and rum-selling which 
can_well be dispensed with: 

The man who. now spends ‘his hard 
earned wages: for liquor would then 
have these wages with which’ to buy 
articles of household use and comfort 
for himself and family. As he would 
be more prosperous himself in worldly 
matters out, of the reach of the grog- 
shop, that prosperity would naturally 
help either directly or indirectly vari- 
ous kinds of business in his own town 
or country. The tailor, the shoemaker, 
the grocer, the furniture dealer, and 
other callings, would-all be practically 
benefitted. One of the most absurd 
ideas that ever entered the human 
brain,is the thought that the drink 
curse adds. to the prosperity of the 
state, town, or nation. On the other 
hand, it. is one of the most prohfic 
sources of- poverty, and:a weighty  in- 
cumbus upon the business prosperity of 
any community that tolerates it. 
“Prohibtion, then, has its place in 
practical politics. It seeks to remove 
one of the chief agencies of poverty 
and crime in the land and to increase 
all these blessings that flow to a sober, 
industrious and righseous people. In 
point then of practical importance 1t is

The ex- 
tra time added when one session is had 
makes.the time before dinner.but little 
longer, and this movement looks to 
be a wise oné. But- the entire clos- 
ing of the schools on account of an or- 
dinary rain storm looks to some to be 
a rather too careful attention to the 
health of girls and boys of from ten, to 
fifteen years of age, who are supposed 
to be rugged enough to grow more 
vigorous on a healthy rain storm. The 
application of this ‘entire closing” 
rule to the infant department would-be 
well, but to take in all of the public 
schools 1s certainly doubtful wisdom. 
Itis to. be regretted that the storm 
signals cannot be made more universal. 
The sound of the fire bell does not 
reach many of: the schools, and these 
teachers are still left to be the judge of 
the one session plan, while there can-

Perhaps:the congressional elec- 
tion of this year is even more important 
than the state election. ~The voters of 
the eighth district have an excellent 
choice in the two gentlemen nominated. 
They should decide intelligently and 
fearlessly, unbiased by any personal 
feeling or party affiliation, but solely 
on the great questions that are for our 
national congress to decide. This same’ 
rule should apply-also..to-the various 
state officers. A man’s character, 
ability, and genuine worth, should in 
these days of corrupt legislation weigh 
much in his claims for a voter’s*favor. 
Again we-say next Tuesday willbe an 
important day for Massachusetts. Let 
each citizen do his duty. Lét every 
voter of Andover be counted, and let 
the most intelligent, honest. and able 
men be the people’s representatives 
the coming year.

Lecture on the Lobby. 


“The State House-and the Lobby” was 
the subject of- the -lecture in’ the Peo* 
ple’s Course last Monday night, and the 
lécturer was Hon. Gamaliel Bradford: of 
Boston, a gentleman who has given this 
subject. special attention for many years, 
The lecture as a Whole was much liked, 
and his pleasant and forcible way of pre- 
senting it made it still more pleasing. 
He: does not’ hesitate to denounce the 
lobby in the severest terms, In opening, 
Mr, -Bradrerd-gave-a brief-account‘wf-the 
Governor's duties and also those of the

The House and Senate with their duties 
were described and the lecturer showed 
in a very forcible manner how the lobby- 
ists influenced these men and prevented 
them from exercising their full power. 
He quoted the West End Bill, the McKin- 
ley Bill, the Beverly division question, 
the Silver and others as exampies of 
where the lobby had worked mdat effect- 
ually. 

He did not believe at all in the present 
mode of legislation, but thought that our 
legislature should’ be conducted more 
upon the plan of country tuwn meetings, 
where the articles to be acted upon are 
all handed in before the meeting, placed 
in.a warrant, and taken up in order. 
~ Other ways in which to ‘do way with 
this political trickery in our legislation 
were mentioned by fr. Bradford, and it 
was his eartest desire that he might live 
to see someoné take this matter up and 
carry it through, so. that we might see 
more pure and honest legislation.

Brockton, Mass., Oct, 27.—Charles W. 
Robinson, a well known stock broker in 
the Home bank building, is a self con- 
fessed forger. The details of bis doings 
are much complicated, and the exact 
amount of bis forgeries and pilferings 
cannot be given, but enough is known to 
state that the amount will not fall short 
of $85,000, Mr, Robinson has always been 
considered an upright, honest citizen, con- 
sequently this had been a great help in 
floating his forged paper. A short time 
since he took Sewall P. Howard and Em- 
erson Goldthwaite as special partners in 
the brokerage business, he being general 
manager. Messrs. Howard and Gold- 
thwaite held the utmost confidence in Mr. 
Robinson until last Monday, when their 
suspicion became aroused on hearing that 
the firm’s account with its Boston house 
had been closed. 

Calling Mr. Robinson into the office, he 
was informed of what little they knew. 
and insisted upon a djgsolution of partner- 
ship, which Mr. Robinson opposed, but 
finally acceeded to. last Thursday a note 
was discovered that bore a forged signa- 
ture, but he denied having done-alithing 
wrong-until later ipjthe day, when he con- 
fessed that five notes, amounting to $9500, 
which Mr. Goldthwaic held, and had dis- 
counted, bore. forged signatures, and he 
said: “I bave been pursuing a criminal

ANNUAL REVORT OF INDIAN COM- 
MISSIONER MORGAN. 


Who Has Jurisdiction Over Buzzard’s 
Bay?— Large Number of Suits Com- 
menced Against the Government. — 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Commissioner 
Morgan of the Indian bureau, in his an- 
nual report to the secretary of the interior, 
says of the Indian question generally that 
there has been for ten years or more pro- 
gress in the right direction and the out- 
look for the future is encouraging. It has 
become, says the commissioner, the set- 
tled policy of the government to break up 
reservations, destroy tribal relations, set- 
tle Indians upon their own homesteads, 
incorporate them into national life and 
deal with them not as nations or tribes or 
bands, but as individual citizens. 

The American Indian is become the In- 
dian American, A public school system 
| is being rapidly provided whereby every 

accessible Indian boy and girl of school 

uge is to be afforded an opportunity of ac- 

quiring the rudiments of an English edu- 
| cation and the elements of an honorable 
ealling. The Indians themselves are com- 
| 


ing to understand the present policy of 
the government, and are showing aun in- 
creasing readiness, and even desire, to ad- 
just themselves to it, During the past 
| year I have. had personal interviews with 
| prominent chfefs and representative In- 
| dians everywhere, and, almost without 
| exception, they have pleaded for more and 
| better schools. 
| - Great improvements, he contin ues, have 
| been made at the government industrial 
| schools, Competent instraction is now 
given to boys in blacksmithing, broom 
| making, carpenteriny, dairying, farming, 
| fruit culture, harness making, printing, 
| tailoring, tinsmithing, shoemaking, stock 
raising, wagon making and wheelwright- 
ing, and girls all the orninary duties of 
| housekeeping. Upon the subject of In- 
diansin the public schools, the commis- 
sioner says that, believing that the publie 
schools are the most effective meats of 
Americanizing our foreign population he 
is desirous of bringing the Indian school 
system iuto relation with that of the pub- 
lic schools. Not only so, but wherever 
possible he is placit.g Indian pupiis in the 
public schools. eae 
The commissioner favors—eompulsory-| 
education and upon the subject says: 1 am 
| in favor of compelling every Indian child 
of suitable age and health, for whom ac-| 
commodations are -provided, to attend 
|. school ten mouths out of the twelve. A 
general law, however, could not now. be 
applied, for the simple reason tnat school 
accommodations are provided for less than | 
half the children of school age.

| WHO. OWNS BUZZARD’S BAY? 


A Knotty Legal Controversy Before the | 
Supreme Ceurt, 


WASHINGTON, Oct: 28.—R. C. Bliss; as- 
sistant attorney general of Massachusetts, 
made a motion in tbe United States su- 
preme court tu advance the case of Ar- 
thur Manchester, plaintiff in error vs, 
| the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
This isan interesting case involving the 
question of whether the United: States or 
the state of Massachusetts has “jurisdic- 
tion over the waters of HBuzzard’s bay. 
Manchester was fishing froin a boat which 
carried a license to fish from the United 
States. Atthe time he was arrested for 
violation of one of the state fishing laws 
of Massachusetts the vessel was within 
the bay and about a mile and a quarter 
frem shore. 

In the course of his argument Mr. Bliss 
submitted the following facts: This is one 
of the cases grown out of the violation of 
| chapter 1921 of the acts of 1866 for the pro; 
tection of the fisheries in Buzzard’s bay. 
At the time of the arrest Of the defendant 
| in 1889 the steam vessel upon which the 

defendant and his associates were fishing’ 
was seized and libeled. Subsequently two | 
other steam. vessels, fishing under the 
same circumstances and in the same lo- 
cality, were seized and libeled. The value 
of _the—property—taken—is—about $25,000, 
Proceedi:gs* for the ‘forfeiture of this | 
property‘are now pending in the courts of 
the state. 

Buzzard’s bay is a body of water about 
thirty miles in length and ten miles in 
width... Itcis found thatthe headlands are 
less than two marine leagues apart. The 
alleged offense was committed within this 
bar and about one and one quarter miles 
fromi the shore. The commonwealth 
claims that it has dominion over. these 
waters in respect to fisheries. During the 
fishing season of 1890° a large number of 
steam vessels from other states entered 
the bay and engaged in fishing therein in. 
disregard_of the law-brought in question 
in this case, though the commonwealth at 
great expense pursued such vessels with 
| its police boats, °° 
|. It is claimed that should the- enforee- 
| ment of the law be relaxed, the interest-or 
| the state in respect. to edible fish would 

be seriously and permanently injuted;

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A FUNDAMENTAL MISTAKE. 


The McKinley Tariff Hill Reviewed by 
Mr. Gladstone 


Lonpoy, Oct. 80.—Mr. Gladstone arrived 
at Dundee and was presented with the 
freedom of the city. In accepting the 
honor he made an address, in which he 
referred to ‘the commerce of the city, 
-which, it-was'said, was threatened by the 
adoption of the new tariff bill by the 
American congress. He would not, how- 
ever, he said, bring a railing accusation 
against the people of the United States. 
Protection, although it might inflict in 
cidental collateral blows on other coun- 
tries, did far greater mischief to the peo- 
ple of the country which adopted such a 
policy and whose people is plundered and 
defrauded. Mr, Gladstone said that he 
was not goiug to treat them to the com- 
monplaces of free trade, There were peo- 
ple who beli: vel that the injurious effect 
of protection were chiefly felt in the coun- 
tries dealing with the protected country 
That was a fundamental mistake. There 
might be a deal: of disturbauce and even 
demoralization in trade, but it was net 
true at any time that the trade ‘of any 
country on earth could interfere seriously 
with the prosperity of Great Britain. 

Supposing there’ were twenty great 
markets in the world, and in one a strin- 
gent protective incasure like the McKin- 
ley law was passed. In that case, doubt- 
less, the first effect would be to injure us 
and.to restrict dealings. But a largér and 
wider effect woulil be to raise the stan- 
dard of prices under protection. ‘this 
meant diminished power of exportation, 
Therefore, while we wtre datonified in 
this one market, we were beuefited in the 
rest. Every country giving greater strin- 
gency of protection within its borders, 
though damaging us.within its own mar- 
ket, gave us a freer and broader field’ in | 
other markets, It was not possible or 
Great Britain to reevive a vital or pro- 
found injury from any of these operations 
abroad. France and Germany threatened 
retaliation. England should not- be led, 
into such suicidal folly: There was still 
capital and plenty of resources in ‘this 
great country to hold and . keep its 
place in the markets of the world. A 
favorite idea of many people in England 
was a zollverein of the whole Britisi em- 
pire, includiig-the colonies and dependen- 
cies, against all foreign countries, He 
doubted much whether the whole empire 
would consent. < 

The _operation-of the McKinley—tariff 
might not disturb trade so much as-some ! 
expected. America must get paid for her | 
exports to Kngland and must take “pay- 
ment either in British manufactures and 
in foreign or colonial goods through Eng- 
lish markets, One effect of the McKinley’ 
tariff would be to direct the atteation of 
the British manufacturer toward the pro- 
duction of finer classes of goods, because 
these bore the least intolerable protective 
rate. The result would be to elevate and 
imprové the taste of British manufactur- 
ers, to spur them on and stimulate their 
energy. ‘The probable tendency produced 
by the tariff among the Americans would 
be toward--the- manufacture of coarser 
goods, thus degrading their productions, 
while the Engtish improved theirs. Al- 
though America- had gone on tightening 
her protective system, sl had not les- 


| sened English trade, in proof of which 


Mr. Gladstone quoted statistics. 

He advised that we should not complain 
650 much of injury to- ourselves, first, be- 
cause it was impolitic, and next, because 
it would be mainly untrue. Substantial 
iujury could not‘be done to us, though oc- 
casional injury might here and there re- 
sult. America should be left’to argue out 
the question of protection, and find out 
fof herself the evils the tariff would ac- 
complish. In conclusion, Mr. Gladstone 
said: “If we have faith in the economic 
and moral truths of free trade, let us have 
faith in their vindication west of the At- 
lantic as well-as-easé. -People-so acute as 
the Americans will find the way to results 
and more 
effectually if--respectfully left to them- 
selves, and especially by the people of 
England, who ought toshow that.as much
